A proposed drastic reduction in the 
number of council members of the 
borough of Atlanta will be before 
voters for ratification or rejection in 
the December 3 general election if 
recommendations of the charter re- 
vision committee are passed favorably 


Monday by council. 

If the measure, sent to council Fri- 
day by the committee, is passed, coun- 
oil will be reduced to 13 members, 
one from each ward, and elected by 
voters of the ward each represents; 
ithe aldermanic board will be cut from 
13, as at present constituted, to five, 
‘one from each of five districts, and 
the aldermen will be selected by the 
‘vote of the entire electorate of the 


borough. 
* In the event the paper is approved 
in the December 3 referendum, the 
Georgia general assembly will be 
asked to revise the borough charter, 
slashing the number of representa- 
tives from 39, as at present, to 18. 

The change would become effective 
January 1, 1982, under the plan. 

Councilman John A, White, of the 
fourth ward, is author of the proposal, 
which was before the committee Fri- 
day afternoon and which was the 
basis on which the proposed cut in 
council was predicated. 

His measure provided for a coun- 
cil of 13 members, elected from each 
of the 183 wards, without an alder- 
manic board. Members of the com- 
mittee, which is headed by Council- 
man Ellis B. Barrett, of the 13th 
ward, held that an aldermanic board 
check on expenditures is desirable and 
amended the White preposal so that 
it would provide the aldermanic board | 
of five members.

To Aid, U. S. Goes 
Ahead—Nye Believes It. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—tfH— 
Ralph S. Kelley held a justice depart- 
ment investigation at arm’s length 
today while he convinced the chair- 
man of the senate public lands com- 
mittee he was “quite thoroughly justi- 
fied” in his charges of maladministra- 
tion of Colorado oil shale lands. 

The former chief of the Denver fed- 
eral land office sent Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Seth W. 
letter refusing to lay bis charges be- 
fore that official, saying he believed 
Richardson had prejudged his case. 
Nevertheless, the justice department 
determined to go ahead with the in- 
vestigation. 

The refusal of Kelley to go before 
Richardson brought a statement late 
in the day from Secretary Wilbur 
expressing belief that Kelley had 
fallen “into designing hands of those 
who could use him to their advan- 
tage” and was permitting himself to 
be exploited. The secretary several 
days ago refused to accept Kelley's 
resignation and suspended him pend- 
ing an investigation. 

Senator Nye, chairman of the lands 
committee, after an hour’s conference 
with the former Denver official, said 
he believed Kelle 4 was “quite thor- 
oughly justified” in his charges. He 
added he was equally convinced, how- 


é@ver, that Secretary Wilbur wae not}. 


ponsible for thé alleged errors. 

“Kelley's charges do not go to the 
door of Secretary Wilbur,” Nye said. 
“There is a door to which his objec- 
tions lead, however, and this door 
should be opened, 

“I can’t help but be impressed with 
the spirit moving Kelley at this stage. 
I think he is entitled to a thorough 
hearing.” 

The senator added that if the de- 
partment of justice did not proceed 
with a thorough inquiry of the case 
he himself would introduce a resolu- 
tion in the senate calling for an in- 
vestigation.

SLAYER OF NEGRO, 
GUARDSMEN SAY 


Charges, Which Are Back- 
ed by Statement From 
Commanding Officer, 
Are Denied by Sheriff. 


Charges that George Grant, negro, 
was killed by a Georgia peace officer 
instead of a mob, as reported after 


the negro had been locked in the Me-| 


Intosh county jail. on a charge of 
having attempted to murder Deputy 
Sheriff Collins, of that county, are 
being investigated by Adjutant / Gen- 
eral Homer C. Parker. 

The Macon Telegraph, in an As- 
sociated Press dispatch last night 
stated it had learned from an authori- 
tative source that national guard of- 
ficers, presumably of the 118th field 
artillery, one unit of which was call- 
ed out after the negro had fired on 
the deputy sheriff September §8, 
would contend Grant was killed by 
a peace officer after he had been en- 
trusted with the prisoner’s care and 
while the soldiers were seeking a sec- 
ond suspect. 

Jail Yard Guarded. 

In a statement from Savannah, 
Colonel W. R. Neal, who commanded 
the unit of the 118th field artillery, 
said he placed a guard in the jail.yard 
—one of the two ways of entering 
the jail. “The person or persons who 
killed the ‘negro,” Colonel Neal gaid, 
“could have entered only through the 
sheriff's house.” The sheriff's house 
was the other entrance.

PRISONER SAYS

Took Two Racketeers to 
Scene Where Actual 
Killer Was Met—Jury 
Attacks Police Force. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—(P)—A con- 
fession that he had taken part in the 
assassination of Alfred (Jake) Lingle, 
Tribune .reporter, was made tonight 
by Frank Bell, a prisoner who has 
been held in the county jail since late 
in June in connection with several 
robberies and another murder that 
police believe was a sequel to the 
newspaperman’s death. 

The other slaying was that of 
Christ Patras, proprietor of a cafe 
in the northside neighborhood where 
numerous Moray gangsters lived and 
did business, Authorities have per- 
sistently held the Moran gang guilty 
of the Lingle slaying. 

Bell implicated Jo@ Traum, north- 
ern Indiana gang leader who is now 
in Leavenworth prison, and Richard 
M. Sullivan, as the two men whom he 
drove to Michigan avenue and Ran- 
dolph street just before Lingle was 
shot down it a crowded pedestrian 
tunnel leading to an Illinois Central 


suburban ape 

The men a “blende young man” 
who fired. say fatal shot, Bell -said, 
He also said Sullivan was the killer 
of Patras, whom he described ag act- 
ing-as agent for Jack Zuta in offering 
$10,000 for Lingle’s death. 

Bell’s story was told to the cor- 
oner’s jury investigating the Lingle 
case. The jury was suddenly called 
back into session tonight by Coroner 
Herman Bundesen on the basis of 
Bell’s confession. 

Bell said he had been released from 
Leavenworth prison April 9, had come 
here and searched futilely ‘for a job, 
and then had seen various persons 
about getting into the “alky racket.” 
In the course of this activity, he said, 
he became acquainted with Traum and 
Sullivan and was employed by them 
as a chauffeur on June 9, the day 
he drove them to the assassination 
scene. 

Belief that there is a “well estab- 
lished, three-cornered alliance between 
the Chicago police department, the 
corrupt politicians and the criminal 
element” Was expressed by the grand 
jury as it concluded its investigation 
into the affairs of racketeers and 
gangsters tonight. 

In a letter to Chief Justice John 
P. McGoorty the grand jurors blamed 
the “three-cornered alliance” for ‘“‘the 
murder of three businessmen and 
eleven officials of labor unions in 
three years. They also declared that

recapture based on valuation. 

Donald R. Richberg, labor attor- 
ney who is representing the National 
Railroad Valuation. conference of 
which Senator George W. Norris is 
chairman, advanced the contention in 
the hearing of the protest by the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg & Potomac 
Railroad. 

Reproduction cost—calculated at 
the hich poxt-war, prices of commodi- 
ties—-leas depreciation, Richberg said, 
is not the dominant element. nor even 
the controlling element, in the fixing 
value for recapture purposes. This 
“valne”’ fixed by the commission is 
nlso used for rate-making, so the ul- 
timate decision may have far-reaching 
effect on railroad rates all over the 
country. 

The supreme court in the O'Fallon 
ense ruled by a divided conrt that the 
commission erred in failing to give 
weight to this “reproduction new” fac- 
tor, and in fixing a figure based on 
other factors. including original cost. °° ’ : 
The court did not say then what . 
weight was to be given to this factor 
contended for by the railroads. 

Richberg challenged the railroad’s 
claims that two previous supreme 
eourt rulings in the Southwestern 
Rell-and Indianapolis Water enses, 
determined that large or controlling 
weight is to be given to this contro- 
versial factor. 

The importance of the case is shown 
by a difference of around §$10,000,- 
HO0.000 between the aggregate valua- 
tion of American railroads as calcu- 
lated hy the commission, and as claim- 

‘ed by the railroads themselves. If 
such a difference were made effective, 
it would justify rate increases aggre- 
gating $1.000,000,000 — increases 
which the railroada have disclaimed 
any intention of secking now. The 
recapture of excess earnings on the 
same valuation is based on the 1920 
transportation act provision which al- 
lows the government to take one-half

Bulgarian 
law requires that the queen be of the 
Greek Orthodox faith and it was nec- 
essary to adjust this point. 
Political circles considered the im- 
ending royal alliance of Italy and 
ulgaria to be highly important. It 
is dépended upon in Rome to solidify 
good relations between Italy and a 
Balkan power in a strategic position 
along the eastern frontier of Jugo- 
slavia. 
The prediction is made that it will 
exercise a stabilizing influence in the 
Balkans.

Beauty Culturist 
Awarded $3,500 
For False Arrest 


A verdict awarding $3,500 damages 
to Mrs. W. J. Evans, beauty parlor 
operator, was voted Friday by a jury 
in Judge E. E. Pomeroy’s division of 
Fulton superior court against Mrs. 
M. B. Hughes, Atlanta policewoman. 
The damage suit grew out of the al- 
leged arrest of Mrs. Evans by Mrs. 
Hughes in what the plaintiff charged 
was an attempt to collect $20 on a 
check signed by Mrs. Evans. 

Mrs. Evans charged that the. de- 
fendant policewoman damaged her

In her answer to the $25,000 suit 
Mrs. Hughes alleged that she did not 
arrest Mrs. Evans on a bad check 
charge, but took her in custody on a 
disorderly .conduct charge because of 
her alleged reception of the police- 
woman's visit. 

Mrs. Evans alleged that she bought 
a “Blud-Life’ machine from ‘ 
Clements, and ave him a $20 check 
as a note. She later returned the 
machine to Clements, and Mrs. 
Hughes came to the beauty shop and 
(lemanded payment of the $20 check, 
the plaintiff alleged. After she ex- 
plained that the check was a note, 
anu the debt had been settled by re- 
turn of the machine, Mrs. Hughes ar- 
rested her and took her to the police 
station. Mrs. Evans was dismissed in 
police court, it was said. 

Mrs. Evans charged the _ police- 
woman with trying to use her official 
capacity to extort $20 from the plain- 
tiff. Attorney T. L. Slappey repre- 
sented Mrs. Evans, and Mayson, 
Winn and Savage represented the de- 
fendant. 

The suit was originally directed 
but Clements was dismisse as a 
party when Judge Pomeroy granted 
against Clements as a co-defendant, 
a non-suit as to him recently.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 3.—(?)— 
Religious differences that for more 
than a year have blocked the be- 
trothal of Princess Giovanna of Italy 
and King Boris of Bulgaria were said 
here tonight to have been’ settled by 
the complete capitulation of the king. 

Boris promised that the princess 
could retain the Catholic faith, despite 
the fact that the constitution of Bul- 
garia has hitherto prevented any queen 
of other than the Greek orthodox 
faith from occupying the throne. 

The children of the marriage are to 
be educated as Catholics. On _ this 
point the Vatican maintained a rigid 
stand against the efforts of both gov- 
ernments which were pressing for an 
alliance politically beneficial to each.

TAMMANY LEADERS 
AGREE TO TESTIFY 


Seven Officeholders, Threat- 
ened With Discharge, 
Bow to Walker. 


NEW. YORK, Oct. 3.—(?)—Seven 
Tammany district leaders who also 
hold city office capitulated today to 
Mayor Walker's mandate that they 
withdraw their refusals to waive im- 


munity before the special grand jury 
investigating charges of judicial coz 
ruption here, : 

Their offer to testify, however, was 
promptly refused by Special Prosecu- 
tor Todd, in charge of the grand jury's 
inquiry, who said their proffered 
Waivers were “limited or qualified.” 
He declared they would have to sign 
unconditional waivers before the grand 
jury would accept their testimony. 

A few minutes before the 4 o’clock 
deadline which Mayor Walker set for 
them to waive immunity or quit their 
city posts the Tammany men an- 
nounced their readiness to the demand. 

_Todd declared he considered it “sig- 
nificant” the offer was “limited to 
their official acts and conduct, al- 
though it has been made clear by 
Justice McCook in his instructions to 
the special grand jury that the. attor- 
ney general, with his present limited 
authority from the governor, is not in 
& position to present to the grand jury 
any evidence in reference to the offi- 
cial acts or conduct of any persons.” 

In ordering the grand jury empan- 
eled, Governor Roosevelt authorized 
the attorney general to present only 
evidence bearing off charges that for- 
mer Magistrate George F. Ewald paid 
for his appointment to office. 

It was indicated at city hall tonight 
that no district leader holding office 
by appointment of the mayor would 
be in danger of losing his job if he 
refused to testify on matters apart 
from his official acts or conduct. 

The mayor commented: 

“I am sorry Mr. Todd didn’t accept 
the offer . .. because if there is any- 
thing wrong I am anxious to know 
of it. If the inquiry is into their do- 
mestic affairs, that’s different.”

They even believe, and 
none should be able to judge better 
than they who are on the ground, 
that co-operation and even close rela- 
tions between Arabs and Jews in the 
Holy Land will be a possibility in the 
future. All they ask is that they be 
allowed to work out their own pro- 
gram of agricultural improvement and 
industrialization, The rest will take 
care of itself. For it must be obvi- 
ous that as soon as the Arab peas- 
ants, who are the descendants of a

~ FOR PEACH’ BORER 


Development of Insecticide 
Announced by Entomolo- 
gist at Fort Valley. 


FORT VALLEY, Ga., Oct. 3.—(4) 
Development of a new insecticide te 
destroy the peace pest commonly 
known as the lesser borer, has just 
been announced by Oliver I. Snapp, 
etomologist in charge of the peach 
insect laboratory’ for the government 
here. 

The insecticide has been developed 
after several years of investigation, 
Heretofore there has been no remedy 


for the pest, the larvae of which bore 
into the limbs and upper trunk of 
peach trees. The insect is different 
from the borer that attacks trees at 
and below the soil level and for which 
paradichlorobenzene erystals are used. 

The lesser peach tree borer is_ ine 
variably found, Mr. Snapp said, work- 
ing in areas on the trunk and limbs 
that have been injured by implements, 
cankers, low temperatures, or 
scald and in crotches or under loose * 
bark on old trees. Orchards that 
have been somewhat neglectedgor those | 
in which there are injured or dis- 
eased trees are more subject to lesser 
peach borer attack. 

Paradichlorobenzene dissolved in 
crude cottonseed oil is the solution 
of the new remedy, which has been 
developed especially for control of the 
lesser borer and may also be found 
effective against other wood-boring ine 
Sects, 

The solution should be used, Mr. 
Snapp said, at the rate of one pound 
of paradichlorobenze erystals to two 
quarts of crude cottonseed oil and is 
applied to the infested areas with a 
paint brush. Crude cottonseed oil 
from any southern cotton oil mill wiil 

found satisfactory; however, in 
cool weather the oil may be warmed 
to get all of the crystals dissolved. 

Mr, Snapp said the solution should 
be applied during the middle of Oc- 
tober or in the spring about the first 
of April. As much of the dead or 
diseased bark, gum and frass as possi- 
ble should be removed before apply- 
ing the insecticide, although good re- 
sults have been obtained by merely 
thoroughly treating the infested areas 
without any previous preparation. 


Gray Fox, Chased 
For Miles, Killed 
In Thomasville 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., Oct. 3.— 
Hunters with’a pack of dogs jumped 
a gray fox on the Thomas county 
estate of Charles Chapin, of New 
York, about five miles from Thomas- 
ville Friday afternoon. 

After successfully eluding his 1 u.- 
suers for several hours, Reynard con- 
ceived the idea of losing himself in 
the city, and made for Thomasville. 

He galloped across the corporate 
line of the town followed by 15 deep- 
baying hounds. He began an inspec- 
tion of the Fletcherville . residential 
section, street by street. To show 
his contempt for the public press nd 
the majesty of the law, he ran right 
through the front yard of Lee Kelly.

While the volume of 
business was fairly large there was a 
noticeable slackening in the rate at 
which bonds moved forward and many 
issues held slightly under their best 
prices of the year. 

The quietude that reigned in the 
domestic section was attributed to 
the public sale of approximately $36,- 
000,000 worth of bonds of American 
corporations, the largest portion being 
offered by utilities. This tended to 
divert some of the demand for invest- 
ment issues from the listed market.

Several foreign bonds that have 
plumbed the depths in recent sessions 
swung back sharply. Argentine 6s of 
June, 1929, soared 31-4 points. Bo- 
livian 7s rallied 3, Chile 7s 31-48 
and Peruvian 1st and 2d 6s, 1 to 2 
points. German issues remained spot- 
ty. Italian governments and munici- 
pals were well bought. Sharp de- 
clines of 5 points or more carried 
Hungary Municipal 7s and Hamburg 
State 6s to new 1930 lows. 

United States government issues 
maintained their upward trend on a 
reduced turnover. Liberty 4th 41-45 
were the most active and slightly 
higher.

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ume of hedging which made its ap- 
pearance here during the latter part of 
September, continued until the new

Up 
to the close of business today five of 
the private end September crop re- 
ports had been published, showing on 
the average, an average condition of 
52.2 with a crop indication of 14,- 
358,000 bales. Reports by the same 
authorities a month ago, placed the 
crop indication at 54.8 and the in- 
dicated yield at 14,269,000 bales. 

These private end September crop 
indications ranging from 14,115,000 up 
to 14,718,000 bales were without 
much, if any effect on the immediate 
market. This was regarded by some 
of the local traders as indicating that 
the market is looking for very little 
change in the government indication 
as compared with the September Ist 
estimate of 14,340,000 bales. Some 
buying reported on the declines dur- 
ing the week has been attributed to a 
belief that commodities quite general- 
ly have reached an investment basis 
as a long range proposition.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—(#)—The 

stock market rallied with wheat to- 
day in the dullest trading since Sep- 
tember 23. 

Gains ayeraged 1.9 points, which 
was exactly the extent of yesterday's 
net decline; however, final prices 
were considerably below the day’s top 
as the result of late realizing. Sales 
totaled 2,053,280 shares. 

The rise in wheat amounted to 2 
cents a bushel, making the total ad- 
vance from the year’s extreme lows 
about 7 cents. Buying was prompted 
by reports that Russian offerings were 
drying up and that the soviet’s cur- 
rent stocks were little more than suf- 
ficient to care for its home consump- 
tion. Corn, with an advance of 1 3-8 
to 1 7-8 cents, was lifted several 
cents above the Monday lows. In the 
case of the December future the gain 
from early in the week was { 1-8 
cents. Cotton, on the other hand, 
turned heavy and lost 6 to 14 pointy 
net. 

Sentiment in stock market circles 
seemed a trifle more sanguine. Com- 
mission houses were encouraged by 
the weekly and monthly loan figures 
and several expressed the opinion that 
President Hoover's Cleveland addres« 
would help dispel pessimism, permit- 
ting a more reasonable appraisal of 
the business situation. 

Reviewing the week in trade, Bra- 
street’s said the period as a whole 
“hardly measured up to anticipations. 
based on the arrival of real shopping 
weather,” adding that September, al- 
though showing undoubted gains over 
July and August, “left something to 
be desired in the way of definite sea- 


sonal trade and industrial advancec- 
ment.” Dun’s was of the opinion that 
failure of commodity prices to reach 
the stabilizatien point, the unsettle- 
ment of the stock market and the re 
sultant confusion of sentiment were 
“among the major elements acting as 


| y barriers to business progress. 


Stocks rallied. from the opening and 
met with only a couple of setbacks. 
There was a dip around noon coin- 
cident with selling of Southern rail- 
way and the mail order sbares, and 
then the reaction at the close, ac- 
companied by weakhess in some of 
the motion picture shares, but by the 
beginning of the last hour the market 
was generally 2 to 3 points higher. 
United States Steel edged across 160 
and American Can topped 125 be- 
fore traders began to play safe aud 
take profits. The realizing reduced 
many of the gains to a point er 
slightly more. 

Montgomery Ward broke to 26 5-3, 
a new low for the present stock, but 
closed nearly a point above the bot- 
tom. Southern railway tumbled more 
than 3 to 73 1-4, the lowest since 
1924, and held its loss. Selling of 
both was attributede to nervousness 
over dividend prospects. The railroad 
company plans to maintain its pres- 
ent rate this year, so that fears in 
that direction are for 1931. Mont 
gomery Ward's directors meet late 
this month. Sears, Roebuck broke 2 
points but recovered most of the de 
cline.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(?)—In- 
creased purchase of commodities was 
urged today by William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, as a means of stabilizing busi- 
ness conditions. 

The suggestion was made in the 
monthly survey of business issued by 
the labor federation. 

“Businessmen,” Green said, “can 
hasten revival and improve their own 
trade without undue risk by such pol- 
icies as these: 

“1. Cut overhead costs (without re- 
ducing wages) by improving equip- 
ment and eliminating waste. 

“2, Go ahead; start to work up a 
normal, spring supply. 

“3. Improve quality of product and 
reduce prices.”
